That thii it practicable, cannot, we think, 
be contravened. The produce uf beet, 
grown on English aoili, it eery consider- 
ably larger than that reported in th* 
French accounts of Ihe cipente of its culti- 
vation and produce ; consequently, the 
probable clpenie of Ihe raw tugar of 
beet grown on the better will of New 
South Walet might be aatutned to be 
greatly leas than that of the French esti- 
mates. 

The highest amount of produce given 
by M. RtvBK is Ii tout of root* per acre, 
while a common return in England is 40 
tons , and it ia laid to grow (till tnor* 
luxuriantly in every part of thi* colony. 
We tnuifer to another column the recent 
experiment* of the Yeovil Agricultural 
Society, which establish— lit, a produce 
or 41 ton* 1 5 cwt., I qr., 14 lb. per (ere 
of the variety of beet called mangel 
wur«], when manured with nitrate of 
aoda ; iudly, ■ produce of 43 toot, 10 
cwt., manured by Estaon'i com pott (sup- 
posed to be chiefly bone dust) ; Srdly, 
— uf 40 torn 14 cwt. 1 qr. 4 lb., manured 
with guano ; 4thly, of SB tons, i cwt., ) 
qr*,, without manure. 

We perceive, also, on examining tba 
French estimates, that although they are 
founded on a produce of from 8 U> If 
ton*, yet that of M Da Do-iuis.i •droit* 
the production of 90 ton* ub good anil*. 
Again, if we examine the taeU which 
relate tu the culture, we find that on Ihe 
property uf M. Dt Our* ark, in the arid 
•oil* of f rorence, 36 tons must uecet- 
aarity hate been obtained, inaimuch a* 
30,000 roots are there planted on an acre, 
at intrrvala uf a Preach loot . and aa 
these roots arc admitted tc average two 
French pound i each, the produce would 
be 3d tons, tf they be planted at greater 
interval* there is a corresponding increase 
in their weight, *o that the return is no 

less.
